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Shooting Primer 


Should one be inquisitive about the 
sport of Bench Rest Shooting, but 
doesn’t know how to start, he should 
read these instructions: 1. Obtain 
an Official Rule Book from NBRSA 
Headquarters, Mrs. Bernice E. Mc- 
Mullen, 607 West Line St., Minerva, 
Ohio 44657. 2. At the same time, 
send her $8.00 for one year’s mem- 
bership. Anyone will save money by 
doing this, if he attends more than 
three registered matches a year. 
3. From this Rule Book, a shooter 
will be able to choose the class of 
Bench Rest Shooting he prefers. 
4. Pages two, three and eighteen de- 
scribe the rifles and their limitations. 


The act of Bench Rest Shooting 
consists of sitting at a bench with 
a rifle resting on sand bags. The ob- 
ject of this position is to eliminate, 
as much as possible, the errors en- 
countered in the process of holding 
and firing a rifle. Bench Rest Shoot- 
ing is a sport, competitive or indi- 
vidual. The personal satisfaction 
gained in the ability to place one 
bullet on top of another, thus mak- 
ing a one hole group at 100 Yards 
and often at 200 Yards, has capti- 
vated an enthusiastic interest of many 
shooters for this kind of sport. It is 
particularly suited to both men and 
women who are not interested in 
indulging in the more vigorous or 
active sports. Therefore many Bench 
Rest Shooters are of the older set. 


This does not mean, however, that it 
does not present a challenge to the 
younger shooter; it will engage and 
tax his capabilities as well. 


The current popularity of this kind 
of shooting was generated by the 
organization of The National Bench 
Rest Shooters Association in the years 
1949 and 1950. At that time a com- 
petitive program was introduced and 
has since been expanded. 

Once an individual has selected the 
most appealing Bench Rest Class. it is 
very important that he attends some 
of the Matches. Here he will learn 
much by asking questions, observing 
the equipment and methods used for 
loading and shooting. Any Bench 
Rest Shooter is more than anxious to 
help a newcomer. 

The equipment needed to partici- 
pate is available, for the most part, 
from PRECISION SHOOTING adver- 
tisers. It includes rifles, telescopes, 
rests, sand bags, loading tools, bullets, 
cleaning materials, powder, primers, 
ete. 

Lastly, if possible, get the advice 
of a person in the game before mak- 
ing purchases.

Smallbore Notes 


By HERB HOLLISTER 
Smallbore Technical Editor 


Major John R. Foster and I have 
had many good discussions on the 
various problems pertaining to small- 
bore shooting, and I respect his 
opinions highly. In his wide experi- 
ence he has built up a background of 
know-how which serves him well in 
competition, and I have always found 
him ready and willing to share the 
information with his friends. The 
following letter is the result of my 
request for comment on the two arti- 
cles which appeared in the July issue 
of Precision Shooting.

Dear Herb: 


I read with interest both yours and 
Vic's articles on wind doping. I agree 
with both your basic ideas. However, I 
wish you had gone into it a little deep- 
er; and I think Vic made a fairly simple 
technique sound extremely involved and 
difficult.

I think the basis of Vic's technique 
would more easily be explained by say- 
ing it this way: Select the prevailing 
condition and sight in for it. Then, de- 
termine on the sighter, the maximum 
and minimum wind that you can shoot 
in and still get a 10. If you shoot in a 
maximum wind from the left and get a 
scratch at 3 o'clock, do not correct for 
center. Leave your sights alone because 
this is where you should be. If the wind 
picks up even more, you should move 
only far enough to assure a 10 at 3 
o'clock, then, as it lets up you will drift 
back through the center. At least this 
is how I understand the article. This 
also is the technique that I use. 


Herb, I agree with you when you say 
“treat mirage as though it were wind." 
I think this is the logical thing for the 
shooter on the line to do. However, I 
think he should be aware of the magni- 
fying effect of the mirage. I am sure 
you have gone out on days of light mi- 
rage and noticed that you did not need 
half the correction for a particular wind 
that you did on a day of heavy mirage. 
On days of heavy mirage I am con- 
vinced that it has a much greater effect 
on bullet placement than the wind. Not 
that the mirage moves the bullet, it 
doesn't. It does however, bend the light 
rays causing the image of the bull to be 
displaced, causing you to aim to one 
side of the actual location of the bull. 


Proof of this was strikingly brought to 
me one day when we were shooting 300 
meters in an extremely heavy mirage 
that was reversing so fast it would com- 
pletely reverse between the time we last 
looked at it and when we got our shot 
off. If we shot one shot on a pick-up 
from the left and then fired the next on 
a complete reversal it would move us 
from mid 8-ring to mid 8-ring. This is 
a distance of about 10 inches. Doesn't 
surprise you? Well, at the same time 
we were shooting, there was a test of 
wind bucking being conducted about 50 
feet up the line. One of our .308 barreled 
actions was being fired from the ma- 
chine rest with the same ammo we were 
using. The testers were attempting to 
shoot through all the extremes of the 
wind changes. Now all these rifles will 


shoot about two inches under perfect 
conditions, but under these conditions 
the groups were two inch vertical by 


four inch horizontal. In other words, the

wind affected the groups by two inches 
when the mirage was not a factor. 

Applying these figures to the groups 
we got when looking through the sights, 
3 inch by 10 inch, I came to the con- 
clusion that: 


Rifle and Ammo 


dispersion ____---- 2 inches 
Shooter error adds __1 inch 
Wind adds __------- 2 inches 


5 inch Total 


This leaves five inches that must be 
attributed to mirage. As you can see, 
this simple test impressed me very much. 

Since there is no way for the shooter 
on the line to differentiate between wind 
effect and the effect of mirage he must 
treat it all as wind. 

All this talk of mirage brings to mind 
the fact that virtually none of the conti- 
nental Europeans use, or even are aware 
of, the useful features of mirage. Of 
course, they do have down range flags 
to judge wind by. 

Something I would like to see you 
write about is basic mirage info. Where 
to look, where to focus, what to look for, 
when to shoot (not in a boil), and some 
of the pitfalls mirage can lead you into. 
By pitfalls I mean that there can be a 
change in direction of the wind and the 
mirage will not show it. One o’clock 
changing to three o'clock is a major 
wind change but often the mirage shows 
nothing. 

Well Herb, had better look at my 
homework for tomorrow. Only three 
more months of this seemingly endless 
school. Sure hate to miss Perry but 
Trish will be there to represent the Fos- 
ter family. Best of luck to you Herb; 
give Wig and Dean something to shoot 
for.

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By way of thanking Jack for the 
above letter, I suppose the least I can 
do is to comply with his request for 
comment on the care and feeding of 
this non-thing, mirage. I’m afraid 
there is no set rule as to where best 
to look for mirage, since all ranges 
are different and since conditions 
change constantly on any given 
range. I suppose the best plan is to 
spend some time studying the down- 
range picture thru the spotting scope, 
hopefully to select some dark colored 
object such as a black number board, 
an iron target base, a rock, or what- 
ever object may serve to increase the 
visibility of the shimmering ghost we 
call mirage. Many shooters like to 
focus their spotting scopes some- 
where around the fifty yard area 
when shooting at 100. For me it’s 
just a matter of where I can see it 
best, and incidentally, I find that I 
can see mirage with my left eye 
which is quite invisible with my 
right, so possibly you might like to 
try changing eyes. However, as I 
have mentioned previously, mirage is 
not the only indicator available, and 
it might be a mistake to depend upon 
it too heavily. Bob Boydston, for in- 
stance, claims he is lost when the sun 
disappears and he can’t see mirage— 
(actually, “Methinks he doth protest 
too much,” for I know he is hard to 
beat, rain or shine). 

The condition cited in Jack’s letter 
which seems to indicate that mirage 
remains the same even tho the wind 
has changed direction, may be caused 
by a slight change in velocity at the 
time of the angle change AT THE 
POINT OF OBSERVATION. In other 
words, if the wind changes from one 
to three o’clock and the mirage seems 
to remain the same, then I think 
there has actually been a compensat- 
ing change in velocity at the place 
where you are watching the mirage. 
The wind at the firing point may be 
quite different. Speaking of pitfalls, 
there is really a dandy waiting for 
you at Camp Perry if you believe the 
mirage behind your target and in 
front of the 1000 yard butts! All of 
which brings me right back to my 
starting point, and again at the risk of 
oversimplifying the problem, I pre- 
fer to regard mirage as a_ visible 
means of judging wind flow. Say 
it’s wind you can see. Use it as an 
indicator, along with many other de- 
vices which are always present; pro- 
gram your computer accordingly, put 
a couple more on the sighter, then 
hope for luck and go for record! 
Sure is more fun when they go in

FOULING, ACCURACY AND 
FORM OF RIFLING, 

HIGH POWER TARGET RIFLES 

The use of Canadian C21 7.62 NATO 
standard military issue ammunition 
is compulsory in all high power rifle 
matches fired under Dominion of 
Canada Rifle Association rules. In 
shooter’s slang this is very “dirty” 
ammunition, leaving a great deal of 
fouling behind in the barrel. Though 
the bullets in some lots of this ammu- 
nition are more prone to leave be- 
hind appreciable metallic deposits 
than are those of other lots, the main 
fouling consists of large quantities of 
a grey-black material, sooty and yet 
sufficiently adherent to build up a 
thick tough ring on the muzzle of the 
rifle extending for quite a distance 
back from the bore. Twenty rounds 
of this ammunition will place a de- 
posit on the bore and around the 
muzzle crown that can only be re- 
moved by hard scrubbing with sol- 
vent and a suitable brush. There is 
little doubt in the minds of most 
shooters that this fouling has an ad- 
verse effect on accuracy and many 
of us clean between ranges. How- 
ever, due to the fact that many of 
our matches consist of sighting shots 
plus 15 shots on score, one has only 
to miss one cleaning session between 
ranges due to lack of time or oppor- 
tunity, to find oneself shooting a rifle 
which was last cleaned some 30-odd 
shots ago. As this fouling is not 
present when using handloads with 
any of the powders usually used by 
us, and as the military loads, unlike 
the hand loads, have a heavy coat of 
lacquer between bullet and case neck, 
it seems probable that the lacquer is 
the source of this fouling, which 
therefore is likely to consist mainly 
of whatever substances are formed 
when this lacquer is burned in the 
barrel. I emphasize again that in 
some lots of ammunition these bullets 
are heavily lacquered. 
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It seems to me possible that the ac- 
curacy of barrels of differing forms 
of rifling: height, width and perhaps 
number of lands, would be adversely 
affected to a differing degree by the 
build-up of this fouling, shot by shot. 
Though one would expect the accu- 


. racy of all barrels to decrease with 


the number of shots fired since the 
last thorough cleaning, yet it would 
be remarkable were the accuracy of 
barrels with all types of rifling (wide 
lands, narrow lands, high lands, low 
lands, few grooves, many grooves, 
etc.) to deteriorate at a similar rate. 
In short: How do we pick a barrel 
for a custom target rifle meant spe- 
cifically to shoot this “dirty” mili- 
tary issue ammunition with a view 
to its retaining its accuracy for the 
greatest number of shots between 
cleaning sessions? Who makes such 
barrels? Further: What might the 
best form of muzzle crown be on 
such a barrel? Long sloping crowns 
present on many rifles after a rela- 
tively few shots carry a jagged thick 
ring of fouling that brings the actual 
crown of the barrel out well beyond 
the end of the bore. This can scarce- 
ly have the effect of improving the 
accuracy! Your advice, as always, 
would be very much appreciated.

Fouling, at least in my experience, 
is not entirely a function of the am- 
munition used, although good ammu- 
nition producing very little fouling 
shoots well in most any barrel. 

The fouling which can be charged 
to the rifle bore is probably not re- 
lated too closely to the shape of the 
rifling. It can be charged to bore 
finish however. In bench rest rifles 
at least, if a rifle bore cleans easily 
and feels smooth with the wire brush 
and patches, it is generally an accept- 
ably smooth bore. If it does not clean 
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easily and requires extra effort to 
get the wire brush through, it will 
probably be a less accurate rifle. 

I believe most of the U.S. barrel 
makers polish the interior of their 
barrels. Mr. Clyde Hart, R.D. #2, La- 
fayette, N. Y. does polish his barrels 
for both finish and uniformity. At 
the present time his garrels are the 
most popular for bench rest shooting 
in the United States. The Remington 
M/40XB is produced in the same man- 
ner and is also popular on the bench. 

Shilen produces barrels which re- 
portedly have eight somewhat shal- 
low grooves. I would expect these 
barrels would shoot very well as a 
new barrel, particularly if they have 
an adequately smooth finish. If we 
are to believe past gun lore, how- 
ever, they should not last quite as 
long as barrels with deeper grooves. 
Who cares, if they shoot well? 

I doubt that the crown can be 
modified to reduce the muzzle build 
up. A small 60° included counter- 
sink on a flat muzzle will work as 
well as any and possibly better than 
some. M.H.W.

Some bench 
rest shooters sleeve them, some do 
not. Several advertisers in Precision 
Shooting offer sleeving. If you de- 
cide to sleeve, suggest you contact 
them. Hart and Shilen are being 
used successfully. The bedding is 
considerably easier to maintain and 
to fit originally with a sleeved action. 
It does sacrifice barrel weight, how- 
ever. 

Most bench shooters are using 14- 
inch twist for up to 168 grain HP BT 
bullets in the .308. Either 14-inch or 
12-inch will work. M.H.W.

NRA TESTIFIES FOR 
MANDATORY GUN PENALTIES 


Washington, D.C. — The National 
Rifle Association, endorsing legis- 
lation proposed by Senate Majority 
Leader Mike Mansfield, has urged 
Congress to provide mandatory 
penalties to be imposed on those who 
use firearms in the commission of 
crimes, and to reject proposals to re- 
quire federal registration of private- 
ly-owned firearms. 

NRA President Woodson D. Scott 
testified on behalf of the one-million- 
member Association at a Senate Juve- 
nile Delinquency Subcommittee hear- 
ing on a number of gun control bills, 
including Mansfield’s proposal. 

Scott told the Subcommittee at a 
July 24th hearing: 

“The knowledge that a substantial, 
mandatory prison sentence will be 
incurred by those convicted of using 
a firearm in the commission of a 
crime will make even habitual crimi- 
nals reflect upon their actions. His- 
tory and daily experience clearly in- 
dicate that the present permissive 
system of suspended or token sen- 
tences and early and easy parole has 
failed. The result has been an in- 
crease in criminal activity that 
threatens to disrupt our domestic 
tranquility and social order. 


“Tt is, indeed, a sad state of affairs 
when, according to the FBI, 60% of 
the offenders released to the street 
in 1963 were rearrested within four 
years; 59% of the offenders released 
on parole were rearrested within 
four years; 72% of prisoners released 
early in 1963 after earning ‘good 
time’ were rearrested within a rela- 
tively short time; 91% of those per- 
sons acquitted or dismissed in 1963 
were rearrested within four years; 
and that, of young offenders under 
20 years, 70% repeated.” 


Scott also testified in opposition to 
proposed legislation that would re- 
quire the registration of all privately- 
owned guns in the United States, and 
the licensing of all gun owners, 
measures which he said are over- 
whelmingly opposed by the majority 
of the American people. He said gun 
registration, often defended on the 
theory that it would reduce crime, 
would be enormously costly and have 
no practical effect on the crime rate. 

Mr. Mansfield also testified in sup- 
port of his bill to impose mandatory 
prison sentences for the use of guns 
in crime.

NRA BLASTS PLAN 
TO CURB HANDGUNS 


Washington, D.C., July 29 — The 
National Rifle Association today 
spoke out in opposition to a sweep- 
ing recommendation by a govern- 
ment commission to deny ownership 
or possessions of handguns to per- 
sons who could not show a “need” 
to own such firearms. 

Terming the Commission’s recom- 
mendation “a dubious experiment at 
best,” NRA Executive Vice President 
Franklin L. Orth said that, if it were 
adopted, all American citizens who 
own handguns would find themselves 
either deprived of such ownership or 
menaced with prosecution as crimi- 
nals, under a system of licensing 
amounting to gradual strangulation 
of private handgun ownership. 

Orth pointed out that among the 
recommendations of the National 
Commission on the Causes and Pre- 
vention of Violence is the truism,

“restrictive licensing of handguns 
would significantly reduce their le- 
gitimate use.” 

“That’s exactly the pvint of our 
opposition to such nonsense,” Orth 
said. “If we were convinced for one 
moment that a restrictive federal 
system would make significant con- 
tributions to a reduction in crime, the 
NRA and its more than one million 
members would fully support such a 
system. However, we see no evi- 
dence to support such a conclusion, 
and we are utterly opposed to any 
system that would result primarily 
in a reduction in the legitimate use 
of firearms.” 


Orth also noted, curiously, the 
Commission also states that ‘most 
arms used in crime are acquired by 
criminals in unrecorded purchases or 
burglaries.” “If this is true,’ he 
asked, “how does the Commission ex- 
pect a licensing system to effectively 
control criminal traffic in illegal 
guns?” 


The Commission predicted that its 
proposed curbs would deny permits 
to about 90 percent of the estimated 
24 million Americans who own hand- 
guns. Under the licensing scheme it 
proposed, states would be permitted 
to determine the criteria for an indi- 
vidual’s “need” to possess a handgun, 
and any state that did not enact a 
licensing law would become subject 
to a proposed federal licensing law. 


Under the federal licensing pro- 
posal, the Commission recommended 
that only police officers, security

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guards and “small businessmen in 
high-crime areas” be permitted to 
possess handguns. 

“This would effectively eliminate 
the traditional right of Americans to 
possess handguns for target shooting, 
hunting or protection of their home 
and family,” Orth said. 

The Commission report urges that 
the National Rifle Association and 
other organizations teach firearms 
safety. Orth pointed out that NRA 
has developed hunter safety pro- 
grams in 41 of the 50 States in co- 
operation with State authorities and 
that 4,241,061 persons have taken 
these courses. A total of 34,299 have 
taken NRA home firearms safety 
courses. The NRA and the National 
Shooting Sports Foundation have ar- 
ranged distribution of firearms safe- 
ty literature with all new sporting 
arms. The NRA has for eight years 
sponsored television safety spots. 
“Millions of Americans are aware of 
these efforts and have benefitted 
from them,” he said. “Yet the Com- 
mission staff apparently never ran 
across them in its investigating.” 

The Commission also recommend- 
ed that federal legislation establish 
minimum standards for state regu- 
lation of long guns, which, it said, 
represent “far less of a threat” than 
handguns. This proposal would in- 
volve the issuance of identification 
cards for long-gun owners and pur- 
chasers of ammunition. NRA has 
steadfastly opposed such restrictions, 
and Orth today said he could see “no 
justification in the Commission re- 
port to adopt such a system at this 
time.” 

Four of the 13 members of the 
Commission, appointed during the 
Johnson Administration, did not con- 
cur fully with the recommendations. 
They said the states should determine 
their own needs, if any, for re- 
strictions on firearms, with no feder- 


al intervention. The four who dis- 
sented were Sen. Roman L. Hruska 
(R-Nebr.), Rep. Hale Boggs (D-La.), 
Judge Ernest W. McFarland and Leon 


Jaworski.

Most of you shooters who have 
shot at Johnstown and have visited 
the club dining room have heard 
your number called in a loud, clear 
female voice, and have probably 
wondered why she works with such 
energy and enthusiasm, The answer 
is simple.

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The Rifleman’s Corner 


By GARY L. ANDERSON 


The usefulness of the palm rest 
may be more myth than reality. It 
just may be that the reason shooters 
insist they can shoot better standing 
with a palm rest stems from tra- 
dition, training and psychology, and 
not from physiological reality. 

The body of evidence in support 
of this questioning conjecture is far 
too meager to allow any conclusions, 
however. The world’s best have 
avoided standard rifle shooting, 
where no palm rest or hook butt- 
plate is permitted, probably because 
they always have too many events on 
which to concentrate. In fact, only 
one truly world-class shooter has 
fired standing in recent internation- 
al competition with a standard rifle 
and without a palm rest. Margaret 
Thompson’s impressive standing re- 
sults have already challenged the 
myth that a palm rest is necessary. 


This year after several standard 
rifle matches, I have noticed some- 
thing interesting. My standing aver- 
age is better with it than with the 
super match. My personal records 
for 40 shots standing in both train- 
ing and competition have been fired 
with the standard rifle. I have no 
idea which will prove to be best, but 
one result has already been a new 
understanding of the theory of using 
the palm rest. 

This negative observation on the 
palm rest has helped to explain a 
recent trend in standing shooting. 
Some shooters including John Writer 
of the USA and Vitali Parkimovitsch 
of the USSR have shortened their 
palm rests and lowered their rifles 
to the point where their heads are 
no longer erect. Writer lowers his 
head so much that his cheek does not 
even touch the stock. The standard 
rifle must be fired in much the same 
way since most shooters’ arms are 
not long enough for an erect head 
position. The lower rifle is a key to 
John Writer’s position and a proba- 
ble explanation as to why such good 
standing shooting with the standard 
rifle is possible. With the rifle closer 
to the body, the rotational moment 
in recoil is minimized and there is 
improved control over the hold and 
preliminary recoil. 

We have always emphasized erect 
head position for standing. Now we 
are wondering whether control over 
the hold and recoil may not be even 
more important. This may be a short 
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lived technique or an important new 
development. The effect of this trend 
is to leave the shooter with two possi- 
bilities. He can lengthen the palm 
rest to get a perfect head position, 
or he can shorten the palm rest for 
better control. 

The basic purpose of the palm rest 
is to give all shooters the same op- 
portunity to have a good head and 
body position in standing. When 
American shooters first saw Swiss 
and other European shooters using 
palm rests in the early 1900’s, they 
complained that the Europeans had 
unfair advantages, but they adopted 
the palm rest by the 1920’s and it has 
been with us ever since. 

The specific configuration of the 
palm rest is not of utmost importance 
if certain design requirements are 
fulfilled. The first of these is that 
the point or area where the left hand 
makes active contact with the rifle, 
that is, the part of the hand actually 
bearing the weight of the rifle, must 
be directly or nearly under the rifle. 
The hook butt-plate and super match 
stock makes canting necessary for al- 
most all shooters. This in turn re- 
quires a palm rest with an L-shaped 
design where the trip can be swung 
out to the side to put it under the 
rifle when it is canted. One tech- 
nique of adjustment is to place the 
point of active contact not directly 
under but slightly to the right of the 
rifle’s weight. This causes the rifle 
to tip back towards the shooter very 
slightly helping to improve control 
over the rifle. 

All palm rests must be adjustable 
for height. Adjustments for target 
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level variations between ranges 
should be made with the palm rest 
and not the butt-plate. Making this 
adjustment by moving the hook 
changes the location and pressure of 
the head on the stock. The first step 
in making this adjustment calls for 
a decision concerning head position. 
Will the head be erect or will the 
rifle and head be lower? The hook 
is then adjusted to locate the rifle in 
this position in relation to the head 
and shoulder. 

Only after this has been done 
should the height adjustment of the 
palm rest begin. The purpose of this 
adjustment is to raise or lower the 
rifle so that it points directly at the 
target. 

Once the length of the palm rest 
has been set it takes considerable 
shooting experience before the exact 
length can be fixed. It is best to 
shoot with the initial setting two or 
three times before making changes. 
During these practice sessions, watch 
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how the rifle settles on the target— 
whether it is high or low, and how 
the shots break — whether the hold 
moves upwards or downwards as the 
rifle fires. An important indicator is 
what you do with the rifle after stop- 
ing a hold where no shot is fired. 
Do you try to lift the rifle up or 
stand a little straighter to keep the 
muzzle down? Either impulse is an 
indication of incorrect adjustment. 

The technique of correction is usu- 
ally the opposite of what is expected. 
If the rifle settles or breaks low or 
there is a tendency to lift the rifle 
between holds, then the palm rest 
should be shortened to lower the 
rifle even more and not to raise the 
rifle as one would expect. The rifle 
settles or breaks low because the 
shooter is standing too erect — he is 
not bending far enough to the rear 
to sufficiently counterbalance the 
weight of the rifle. Conversely, if the 
rifle is settling or breaking high, the 
shooter is bending too far to the rear 
and the palm rest must be lengthened 
to force him to stand more erect. 
Naturally this technique of adjust- 
ment cannot be used until the initial 
adjustment has already roughly cen- 
tered the rifle on the target. The 
first adjustments must be made by 
lengthening the palm rest if the rifle 
is too low and shortening it when 
the rifle is too high. 

Taking proper advantage of the 
palm rest is largely a function of left 
hand and arm position. The entire 
arm and hand must be fully relaxed. 
The palm rest effectively lengthens 
this arm so that no lifting action 
should be necessary to keep the rifle

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up. The elbow can be placed on the 
hip or the left side depending on 
whether the upper arm is long 
enough to reach the hip. In any 
event it should be directly under the 
rifle, so an elbow position slightly 
forward of the hip is perhaps better. 

The hand position is determined by 
the grip and how it is held. One of 
the advantages of the palm rest is 
that it permits the immobilization of 
the wrist provided the grip is cor- 
rect. If the palm rest rests in the 
palm of the hand or on the heel of 
the hand, the wrist can still bend or 
the ligaments can stretch. Resting 
the palm rest on the ball of the thumb 
bends the wrist as far as possible 
and locates the weight of the rifle 
over one of the bones of the lower 
arm. This is the best place for the 
palm rest grip. 

Most palm rests have a round grip 
that encourages the shooter to grip 
with his whole hand rather than let- 
ting the palm rest simply rest on his 
hand. If the hand remains relaxed 
and the grip is not too far forward 
in the hand, then there is nothing 
wrong with the round grip. A better 
solution, nevertheless, would be a flat 
bottomed grip or one with a reverse 
impression of the ball of the thumb. 


It is also best to level the palm rest 
grip so that it is roughly horizontal 
after the rifle is canted into position. 
Shooting with a glove or mitten on 
the left hand may be more comfort- 
able, although it offers no particular 
advantage. 

Most palm rests, including the 
popular stirrup-type, locate the grip 
perpendicular to the long axis of the 
rifle. This means that the inside of 
the hand must always be turned to 
the rear. This has proven satisfacto- 
ry to the majority of shooters, al- 
though I feel it is even better to be 
able to pivot the grip as well. On 
my own palm rest I turn my hand 
away from me so that the palm faces 
to the right front. This helps to re- 
lax the muscles of the arm and opens 
the bend of the arm somewhat. 

Location of the palm rest on the 
rail is the last detail of importance 
and one on which there is wide dis- 
agreement. John Writer and myself 
move the grip so far to the rear it 
is almost under the trigger guard. 
Lones Wigger places the palm rest so 
far forward that his lower arm ap- 
pears almost horizontal in standing. 
This choice has generally been one of 
personal experience although there 
are some reasons on which to base a 
decision. One concerns the shooter’s 
technique of controlling the hold. If 
the hold is controlled largely by the 


legs then the palm rest should be 
moved further to the rear to give the 
rifle more muzzle weight and conse- 
quent inertia. A close visual check 
of the hold with the palm rest in 
different locations can help to make 
an initial adjustment although long 
training is needed to find the exact 
spot. One reason for moving the 
palm rest forward is that a person 
with heavy arms simply cannot bend 
his arm as far. The often repeated 
advice to locate the palm rest at the 
balance of the rifle takes none of 
these reasons into account and is not 
relevant.

WORLD RECORDS FALL 
AT CHIPPEWA 


Five world records involving 300 
meter shooting with Light Varmint 
and Sporter class rifles were broken 
at the NBRSA registered matches 
sponsored by the Chippewa Rifle 
Club, Easton, Ohio on May 30, 31 and 
June 1, 1969. All but two of the 
original records set earlier by mem- 
bers of the Puget Sound Bench Rest 
Rifle Club, Seattle, Washington sur- 
vived the fierce onslaught of the 
Chippewa Warriors who aimed their 
arrows with the zenith of precision. 


W. W. DUNN 


Bill Dunn, from Geneseo, N. Y., 
started the ball rolling on May 30 
with an official 0.997” five shot group 
from 300 meters with his light var- 
mint rifle in 308 caliber. He used a 
Hart action, Lyman 20X scope, a 21”, 
1 in 14 twist Hart barrel, 0.850” at 
the muzzle. Dave Hall from Warsaw, 
N. Y. did the gunsmithing and wood- 
worked the rig to a final weight of 
10% pounds. Bill measured 41 grains 
of 4895 into Winchester cases which 
he previously had plugged with Rem. 
9% primers and stoppered on top 
with Sierra 168 grain bullets. 


DAVE HALL 


Dave apparently did not relish the 
idea of getting skunked by the equip- 
ment he had put together for Bill 
Dunn so he proceeded to rip off a 
300 meter five shot Light Varmint 
cluster in the same relay which was 
officially measured at 0.887”. So who 
beat the first? In any event, both 
Dunn and Hall lowered the existing 
1.166” record set by Tom Seitz, Se- 
attle, Wash. on June 22, 1968.

Hall personally hooked a 20” Hart 
308 barrel with a 1 in 14 twist to a 
Remington 721 action, did his own 
wood carving and topped off the as- 
sembly with a Lyman 25X scope to a 
weight of 10 Ibs., 6 oz. Dave’s ammo 
was made up using 46 grains of H380, 
Remington cases, Sierra 168 grain 
bullets and Rem. primers. 


DAVE KEIL 


Keil, from Warsaw, N. Y. stomped 
onto the line May 30 with a 6mm Don- 
aldson International Sporter rifle, 
and in the 300 meter matches fired a 
five shot group which was officially 
measured at 0.817”. This erases the 
starting record of 1.016” set by Mr. 
Ed Frombach, Seattle, Wash. in early 
May. 

Keil’s Hart barrel was 2114” long, 
had a 1 in 12 twist, was 0.940” at 
the muzzle and was threaded into a 
Remington action. His gunsmith was 
none other than record breaker Dave 
Hall. Keil did his own stock work, 
installed a Litschert 20X scope and 
reloaded Remington cases with 34.4 
grains of 4895, Rem. primers and his 
own B & A 90 grain bullets. Rifle 
weighed 10% pounds. 


W. W. DUNN 


Dunn achieved further success 
when he entered the Sporter matches 
with the same 308 rifle described 
earlier. His official 300 meter aggre- 
gate of 0.4898 MOA was judged a new 
record, thereby displacing the 0.6860 
MCA mark set by Ed Frombach on 
May 4. 

Dunn’s 200 yard agg. of 0.6041 MOA 
coupled with his 300 meter agg. es- 
tablished a new 300 meter course 
grand aggregate of 0.5469 MOA. This 
figure is substantially lower than the 
0.6715 MOA fired by Manley Dakley, 
Seattle, on May 4, 1969 at the Puget 
Sound matches. 


I’m sure that most NBRSA mem- 
bers are aware of the fact that 300 
meter single group, aggregate and 
300 meter course grand aggregate 
5-5(200+300) records in the Light 
Varmint class were initiated in 1968 
by the Puget Sound Bench Rest Club, 
and that similar Sporter rifle match- 
es got started on the record board 
early this year! Accordingly we ex- 
pect to see these records fall rapidly 
at first then “level off” and _ get 
tougher to beat as time goes on. 


BENCH REST RECORDS 
CONTINUE TO FALL 


A fantastic rash of new world 
records is encompassing the NBRSA, 
particularly in the Light Varmint and 
Sporter classes. What a fool was he 
who just a few weeks ago proclaimed 
that bench rest shooting was “dead” 
and that attendance and records were 
as low as they could get! 

Two new Sporter class records 
were fired at the Eastern Regional 
Varmint Rifle Championship matches 
sponsored by the Council Cup Rifle 
Range, Wapwallopen, Pa. on June 8, 
1969: 


FRANK JAMES 


Mr. James, affectionately known as 
Frank “Jesse” James, hauled out his 
6x47 and proceeded to send Tom Gill- 
man’s existing 1966 200 yard Sporter 
aggregate of 0.3722 MOA into oblivi- 
on. Frank’s new record was judged 
officially by the measurement com- 
mittee at 0.3193 MOA. 


His sleeved Remington 600 action, 
Hart barrel, Hart stock and Hart gun- 
smithing, topped with a Redfield 24X 
scope did the trick. His load was 23.5 
grains of 4198, Rem. cases, Rem. 71% 
primers and 70 grain bullets made by 
Clarence Detsch, St. Mary’s, Pa. 


JAMES STEKL 


Stekl smoothly and soothingly slid 
his sleek stool shootin’ Sporter to a 
savory new official grand aggregate 
record of 0.3967 MOA. It was not an 
exceptionally stable day for existing 
Sporter records, as Stekl’s perform- 
ance rocked Mr. Gillman again, this 
time erasing his existing 1965 grand 
aggregate of 0.4131 MOA. 

Jim shot a 308 with Hart action, 
Hart barrel 21” long, 0.910” at the 
muzzle, 1 in 14 twist, all smithed by 
veteran Dave Hall. In fact Dave 
butchered the stock also, using 
nothing more than an official Scout 
axe. Stekl’s 10% pound rig was 
powered by filling LC-NM cases with 
47 grains of H-380 closed at flash 
hole end with Rem. primers and 
stuffed with Sierra 168 grain bullets. 
A Lyman 25X scope served up the 
sight picture.

MORE BENCH REST RECORDS 
BITE THE DUST 


The rash of new bench rest records 
in the Light Varmint and Sporter 
classes this year is astounding, and 
every conceivable rationalization 
forces one to the conclusion that the 
beefed up sleeved but light weight 
actions are beginning to take their 
toll of old records. Here are the latest 
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new officially recognized records. 
Both were fired at the Varmint 
Nationals at Fassett, Pa., in early 
August. The reason for the extra- 
ordinarily fast measurement com- 
mittee service on these two records 
was the fact that the Chairman was 
able to grab the help of “out of the 
region” directors Ray Speer and Art 
Freund. This was not an easy thing to 
do because the intermittent showers, 
or shall we say downpours, made 
people a little hard to find. Director 
“Pokey” Bonner finished the job. 


FRANK JAMES 

Mr. James, who very recently low- 
ered the 200 yard Sporter aggregate 
at Wapwallopen, fired a Light Var- 
mint five shot group on August 7, 
1969 from 200 yards which was of- 
ficially measured at 0.236”. This 
group is distinctly lower than the 
existing record of 0.253” set by Nad- 
ler last year. Frank’s rifle was the 
same 6 x 47, Rem. 600 action, Hart 
barrel, Hart stock, Hart gunsmithing 
as described earlier. His Rem. cases 
were filled with 23.5 grains of 4198 
and Clarence Detsch 70 grain 6mm 
bullets. 


CHARLES C. SEITZ 


Despite the rain, snow, sleet, steam, 
hail and vapor which prevailed 
throughout the muddy shoot at Fas- 
sett, Seitz came through! He had his 
Sporter cooking and was determined 
to go home to Pendleton, Oregon 
with something to show for all the 
traveling he did. He wiped Oakley’s 
record of 0.3187 MOA off the board 
by shooting a cool, official 0.3072 
MOA for the five shot 100 yard ag- 
gregate on August 8, 1969. 

Seitz used a finely tuned 6mm 
Wasp with sleeved 722 action. Bar- 
rel was a 24” Hart, 1 in 12 twist, 
with woodworking done by From- 
bach. He used a 12X Weaver scope, 
possibly the first real “sporter” scope 
to hit the top bracket in many a 
year. Seitz used Winchester cases, 
31 grains of H380, Bahler 6S 72 grain 
bullets and Rem. 9% primers.

Southeast regional rifle champs 
showed they are true champions by 
taking top honors in the All-Army 
Rifle Championships conducted re- 
cently at Fort Benning, Ga.

To differentiate, there- 
fore, let the firers of 3200’s with 
scope be known as “3200 Associates”. 

We do not anticipate that NRA 
will soon officially recognize the 3200 
CLUB with a suitable award and 
brassard. Random Shots has con- 
sistently pushed for degrees of star- 
dom to be conferred on those whose 
accuracy merits it. (The behind-the- 
scenes story, with its political in- 
trigue, would have made interesting 
reading, but we refrained hoping that 


it would not be necessary.)

The 
State Championship was the first 
large prone tournament on the Cen- 
tral New Jersey Rifle & Pistol Club 
range at Lakewood. Triggs’ triumph 
there is certain to attract visiting 
shooters at future matches. 

Rans Triggs, a formidable competi- 
tor of long standing, refused to yield 
a single fired match to runner-up 
Frank Boyd. His winning aggregates 
were a 1600-137X, metallic, and a 
1600-141X, any sights. 


Iron sight scores ran unusually 
high as Triggs was followed by 
Boyd’s 1599-119X and Junior Champ 
Doug Charity’s 1598-121X. Winnie 
Carr, with 1597-104X, had perhaps 
her best tournament, and _ out-X’d 
Fred Scienzo’s 1597-98X. 

On the scope day there was a 
change of pace and Rans_ Triggs’ 
clean slate with his accumulation of 
X’s was a tribute to his doping skill. 
The spread in Grand Aggregate 
scores affords a clue to the nature 
of conditions.

gate lead, Tom Whitaker was forti- 
fied this time by a string of con- 
sistently top performances and a 
more experienced and mature ap- 
proach to winning the Champion- 
ship. Again, he came on strong with 
irons, successfully defending his 
Metallic Sight Championship title 
with 3197-267X, outpointing Richard 
F. Hanson’s 3195-258X. Rounding out 
the place awards was the exceptional 
3194-229X third place score of Robert 
L. Bjorklund, a junior Master from 
the Los Angeles Rifle & Revolver 
Club — also Tom Whitaker’s Alma 
Mater. 

Whitaker’s entire strategy was con- 
tingent upon maintaining his “cool” 
throughout the Any Sight matches, 
and that he managed to do... quite 
securely. Ranking 10th in the Any 
Sight Championship with 3197-281X, 
he took both 50-meter scope matches 
firing a 400-39X and a 400-40X, and 
won a 400-40X shoot-off over Carl 
Guenther and Ed Summers in the 
second 50-yd match. 


In the National Smallbore Prone 
Championship, Whitaker’s winning 
6394-548X was most closely ap- 
proached by Captain RAY H. GREEN, 
USMC, Vietnam veteran and former 
California State Champion, who 
dropped but a single point with 
scope, pushing ahead of National Ci- 
vilian Champion DICK HANSON in 
the Championship Aggregate —6392- 
526X to 6392-523X. It was for Han- 
son, a retired Air Force officer, the 
climax of a long and auspicious 
shooting career. 

Special honors went to High Ci- 
vilian Master, Ronald O. West, who 
placed 4th with 6390-517X, and 
National Senior Champion Ransford 
D. Triggs, whose 6389-517X finished 
5th... . Army reservist David Ross, 
III, led the Service Masters with the 
6th-ranking score — 6389-504X. 

A most unusual battle had been 
waged for the National Junior 
Championship and, incidentally, 7th 
and 8th places in the Open Aggre- 
gate. DOUGLAS A. CHARITY, of 
Mountainside, New Jersey, and Bob 
Bjorklund, both lefthanders, shot 
side - by - side throughout the four 
days. They became such close friends 
that they exemplified the highest 
quality of good sportsmanship. Bob 
Bjorklund, who lost the champion- 
ship on the last stage of the final 
100-yd match, was sincere in con- 
sratulating Doug Charity. They had 
both fought a tremendous fight .. . 
and, as members of the U.S. Int’] De- 
war team, fired top scores. That was 
sufficient to elevate them both to 
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“Cloud 9”. Such friendly rivalry can 
be both an impetus and a steadying 
influence — as in this case. 


Doug Charity had acquired a hot, 
new Anschutz just two weeks before, 
and couldn’t be stopped. He shot 
iron sights throughout the four days 
and was performing so beautifully 
that he would have had a 1600 in the 
first Any Sight Agg., had it not been 
for a bad round of ammo, at 6 o’clock 
on the 9-ring. He was inspired. The 
result—: a new National Junior Any 
Sight Aggregate Record of 3196-251, 
held so many years by Bill Grater at 
3195-272X. .. . Separated by a single 
point, the 1969 National Junior Prone 
Champion, a Rabbit Club member, 
defeated Bob Bjorklund, originator 
of “The Rabbits”, 6388-480X to 6387- 
484X. .. . Shooting an Atkinson-bar- 
reled BSA, worked over with the 
Karl Kenyon magic touch, Bob Bjork- 
‘lund was winner of the first Dewar 
metallic match, with the best of only 
four possible scores — a 400-29X over 
Bob Findley’s 400-28X and Walter 
Tomsen’s 400-27X. His greatest thrill 
came when he was assigned the #2 
position on the International Dewar 
Team and was privileged to fire next 
to Tom Whitaker — after Dick Han- 
son declined that honor and did not 
shoot with the team. . . . Bob had 
been well coached by another per- 
fectionist, former National Champion 
Vic Auer, and followed his advice 
implicitly. An accomplished concert 
organist, he aspires to become an 
M.D., and is one of 700 selected 
nationally for a full 4-year ROTC 
scholarship. Entering UCLA this fall, 
he will be a valuable addition to 
their Rifle Team. 


It took all of the know-how and 
poise of the greatest feminine shoot- 
er in the world to stop junior star 
Deborah K. Davis, of Dallas, Texas, 
in her bid for the National Ladies’ 
Prone title. Another Rabbit Club 
member, Debby easily made the De- 
war Team with her 3191-243X, which 
was the 5th-ranking civilian overall 
score. Her prospects appeared ex- 
cellent until CAPTAIN MARGARET 
THOMPSON MURDOCK, a bride of a 
few weeks made a determined move 
with scope and pushed ahead of Deb- 
bie by 2 points. _Margaret’s point 
lead faded, but Debby Davis, who 
had a 3193-244X with Any Sights, 
was 3X’s shy in the final analysis. 
Representing the U.S. Army Marks- 
manship Training Unit, Margaret 
Murdock became National Smallbore 
Prone Women’s Champion for the 
first time, aggregating 6384-490X over 
6384-487X by the younger champion. 
Winning the Prone Championship 


may have had special significance 
for Margaret, who won the prone 
English Match Aggregate in the 1968 
Olympic tryouts which — in another 
country — would have entitled her to 
a place on the Olympic Team. 


Redfield could not have selected 
a more “worthy” shooter to demon- 
strate the worthiness of their “3200 
scope” for Precision Shooting than 
GEORGE J. STIDWORTHY, JR.! 
George is strictly upper echelon 
when it comes to shooting scope. 
National Any Sight Champion in 1968 
with his 3200-288X National Record, 
Stidworthy, like Tom Whitaker in 
the Metallic Sight Championship, suc- 
cessfully defended his title this year. 
Adding 1600 #33 to his crown, he 
narrowly missed another 3200 as he 
had to settle for a 3199-277X — a 6X 
lead over Ray Green. The only other 
3199 was Larry Moore’s, X-ing 264 
for third place. .. George Stidworthy 
has a most amazing 3-year log at 
Perry—: out of three 3200 Any Sight 
Aggregates, he has dropped only 2 
points out of a possible 9600 points!!! 
And, with a fantastic X-count. In 
1967 he and John Garrison tied for 
second place with 3199-285X, behind 
Bruce Meredith’s 3200... . The point 
George lost this year in the final 100- 
yard match was one of the heart- 
breaker variety ... just barely out 
on a 9X bull. George observed, “The 
wind died as the shot let go and if I 
had to fire it over, I’d hold it in the 
same spot as I left my scope.” 


In the NATIONAL SMALLBORE 
RIFLE 4-POSITION CHAMPION- 
SHIP, it was an all-star Army show. 
Defending Champion MAJOR LONES 
W. WIGGER, JR., produced a 3166- 
189X to become NATIONAL SMALL- 
BORE POSITION CHAMPION for the 
fifth time ... and it was the fifth 
consecutive triumph for CAPTAIN 
MARGARET MURDOCK as National 
Women’s Position Champion, scoring 
3155 ... and making history as the 
first lady to hold the double National 
Championship. .. . Wigger held the 
double Open Championship in 1963. 

Placing second and third in the 
Smallbore Position Championship 
were TUSAMTU shooters 1/Lt. Dean 
Bahrman, firing 3160, and M/Sgt. 
William E. Krilling with a 3158. 

Elizabeth Espointour followed Mar- 
garet in the ladies’ contest.
